DEFINES BIMETALLISM.

Advocoira of so-called currency re¬ 
form have about concluded thsl noth- 
ftg ran l>e done in that direction by 
Hiker the pressnl or the next congreas 
Chairman Walker, of the banking and 
rorrency committer of the loner hollar, 
baa again given It na hia opinion Hint 
the question la not likely to lie reached 
before 1004. There are aeverul rea- 
auna for tbia iibnndonmrnt of the 
money queatlon The president, the 
aeerelary of the trcnmiry nnd the 
ri.mptroller of the currency nre wide 
apart in their view ana lo wlint leglaln 
lion ia needed. Fach one hua n plan, 
and each one him a following in emi¬ 
gres*. The prraldeut'a plnu liaan polit¬ 
ical aide to Its the accrelurj'a plan la 
the Imnker'a plan, nnd I lie comptroller'* 
plan la baaed upon the needa of com 
merer and the anlldity of note iaauea 
They all are ngrrtd ua to the gold 
etandard. but they do not agree na lo 
whether the country i» or la not al¬ 
ready on the gold tumia. According to 
the ruling of the Irenniry department 
for arvernl yeara the country ia on the 
gold liaaia. ami according to the »rv- 
rral roimige ncta. both gold nnd allvcr 
are redemption money. It depends, 
therefore, whether one accepts the 
Ireaaury ruling or the law of the land 
bow one brlirvra in the premises. 

The rral reason for postponement Is. 
hnwerrr. that public sentiment is de- 
rsdedly against tlie* plans of the presi¬ 
dent and the secretary of the treasury, 
and Indorse the views of the comp 
(roller. In so fur a* lie upprm-s the en¬ 
larging of the rights and privileges of 
the national banka Then, again, the 
administration la driven to admit tlmi 
the election of I Mill not only did not set 
tie the silver question, but made it 
more determined than ever to keep on 
battling The people realize that the 
colonies «efft have to adopt our monetary 
system which will necessitate consid¬ 
erable expansion of the country’a cir- 
minting money medium It is e*ti 
•■mlid that nearly. If not quite. 1 »n per 
rent, of the business uf this country is 
on the credit system 

It ia concluded by nil except the gold 
standard following that a larger per 
capita elrciilnlion is needed in our do- 
mestic commerce, and public sentiment 
does not favor conferring tlie right to 
regulate the volume of money on tin- 
banks Nor does the politic favor a na¬ 
tional greenback currency with re 
demption metals. I’lie consequence of 
the demand of the colonies for onr 
money Is that a great many who have 
hithrrlo doobtrd tlic propriety id open- 
lag the mints to silver now admit that 
there is no other way to provide ie- 
deniptiou money to inert the enlarged 
requirements. Hence it is iloit the .ie 
qmsiliou of outside territory has ma¬ 
terially strengthened the i-ausi- of .il 
err. so iniu-h so. indeed. I lull tin- flee 
and unlimited coinage of silver i» likely 
la be more prominent in HUM than it 
was in is.ai. Doubtless all this has 
maeii. If not nil. to do w itli the plan ol 
the administration to let all kinds ol 
iiiiitieiniy legislation go by default no 
til after I'.inti. and for still anothi-i four 
years, unless the people radically 
rhange thrlr views nie.iuwMo- Ivan

PLAYS HAVOC IN JAPAN. 

Jape tin, file Swell llrnil Wire llirlr 
anrerssfat Use anil Their 
tiiaininmi Pews|ierll>. 

After our succrMifut war against t'hi¬ 
re. Japan was very prosperous, mid l 
fear that these two cuiiae* made our 
ptoplf gel what you call the “big 
head." or "swell head." We were too 
anxious for western civilization, and 
Untalrd whatever we heard of, with- 
•cl stopping to inquire whether It was 
good or bad. Thus we took the gold 
standard, with some other things that 
are equally bad ror a people like ours. 

The Japanese are a people accustomed 
la the use of silver and copper as a cir- 
enisling medium. Very few of the com¬ 
ma people have ever seen a piece cf 
gold money. (Sold dors not circulate, 
■ol even since It hs> become out stand 
a d. and now our people ate forced to 
war their depreciated silver in sll their 
business transactions. You In America 
evu hardly appreciate what a (midship 
lh l a is, for In your country the people 
air not very pour, a* they are here. 
Now onr silver buys only about half »* 
ji. ucIi «» it did formerly —or, il you 
plvasr. it fake# twice :is much labor 
or produce to bring the same value— 
and as that is our principal money it 
makes great hardship and suffering to 
thr poor and tho«r who nre in debt. - 
itajoji Kyosbi, in Mississippi Yal.ey 
Democrat.

The atatemciil bus been mode to me 
that not one in ten of our voting pop¬ 
ulation knows, understanding!}, what 
bimetallism is. and 1 have been asked 
io dr tine it. 

It is the right to use either of two 
utviiils for money—gold and silver. 
The supply reaches the people through 
the mints of the government, by the 
mints bring open to coin uil that 
comes. 'Ilic option, known ns the bi¬ 
metallic option, is with the government 
mill the people to use either of the two 
metals in the discharge of tlielr obliga¬ 
tions. If the government is paying its 
soldiers, its employes, its numerous of- 
in nils or other obligations, under bi¬ 
metallism. it inis the light to pay in 
inoiiry made from either metal It the 
people are paying their taxes to city, 
state or nation, purchasing postage 
stamps, oi discharging their obliga¬ 
tions to each other, under bimetallism, 
they have tho right lo pay in money 
made from either of the two metals. 

It thus places the two metals in com¬ 
petition with each other to supply the 
demand for money Thus one relieves 
the strain upon the other—as one rye 
relieves the strain upon the other. 

With the option nidi the people to 
use money made from either of the 
two metuls they controlled the demand 
and placed that demand on the one that 
was the most accessible. If silver grew 
cheaper they shifted the demnnd to it 
sml took the demand away from gold; 
hence, silver ruse in commercial value 
ami gold declined If gold eatnc to he 
the cheaper they, the people, used ft. 
thus shifting the demand to gold and 
taking It away from silver. And. il was 
the demand thus controlled by the peo¬ 
ple. us such and n» a governmv nt. that 
practically maintained the commercial 
parity of the two metals for all time 
prior lo 1x71 

Following tin* net of IH71 the option 
was given to the. creditor to demand 
either of the two metals -Just the re¬ 
verse of bimetallism, and tin- result is 
Hint llo- creditor demands the dearer of 
I lit- two HUM II Is -and the dealer it gels 
ilie ii ore apt he is to demand it. Under 
linnet.iilism tin- use of two metals the 
I i-opic mold Hi depended upon natur¬ 
ally. to xlnit the di iiintid automatically 
lo the i-lii'.lpel of the two tuetuD when 
I'illn ■ was eheaper t tin il the other. 

I inking tlic demand away from the 
I de.net brought it down in value, and 
pint'll g It on tlie cheaper brought the 
luilri up in value thus iho commer¬ 
cial value of the two was maintained 
.it a parity I'ln-effect was togive prao- 
tleally tin' Volume of tlic two metals 
io out stock of metallic currency; and 
f imil-litd the basis for an equally -n* 
larged volume of paper money under 
a redemption monetary system.

di mesiii- supply that went to the mints, 
.nil vier versa Neither eon Id rise m 
value and extort tribute front the peo¬ 
ple so long us the other was in compe¬ 
tition Willi It open mints nnd option 
with the people. 

The government bought neither 
metal. The mints were open to coin all 
that came of cither tnetal. and togive 
hack the coins to those who had 
brought the bullion. It was coined free 
because it was statesmanship for the 
government to facilitate and provide 
a way fur money, one of the principal 
functions of society. HimetnlHam. 
therefore, consists of open mints nnd 
option with the people to use either. 
Under bimetallism there is no such 
thing n» gold contracts. It is "colu” 
contracts. 

The reason why the demand, shifted 
from one metal lo the other as exerted 
Ivy a nut ion like the United States, will 
moiiitnin the commercial parity of the 
two metals. Is because of the world's 
limited supply of the two metals. All 
the gold in the world, at the present 
time, avuilahlc for money . will go in the 
cube of 22 fret; all the silver in the 
cube of (V* feet All thr gold in the 
' l niteil State- w HI go in an average -i'e 
111 - 111110111 . all the silver in utmost any 
farmer's barn.

BOYS FOR FUTURE ARMIES 

Theorists Assert That thr Martlai 
Spirit Has salve* Two I’rr Cent. 

Store Than IsualThls Sear. 

There’s a predominance of t,oy* 
among the children I Kirn in this coun¬ 
try since the murtiul spirit wna stirred 
by tlie blowing up of the Maine, so 
the theorists say I'lie loss of the vex 
set. which luiil much to <lo witli tin- 
war. took place oil February Ii. 

Figures obtained from tl.e New York 
bureau of vital statistics of the board 
of health show uu increase in tlie relit 
five number of males l>oru since tin il 
Staled generally, there are supposed to 
be i;t per cent, of boy s in d 47 per cent 
of girls, when the noses of ull the 
youngsters born since the beginningot 
the war lire counted. I II.'relative per¬ 
centage of each sex born in other years 
is il percent, of boys anil III per cent, of 
girls. This looks like a gain of two pel 
cent, in favor of tlie babies who will 
take delight in tin war ships, lead sol¬ 
diers am] tlie dm of mimic battle. 

It cannot l» eontn \* rtnl that in Ni w 
Yu-k city there is nn increase in the 
number of male infants, in tlic rural 
districts tlu- disparity i* -i»nl to he 
even more strongly marked. There's 
ttsvvi go, N Y.. for ii stance, vv hit-h set.ds 
in tin report that of 4.*i children burn 
since November I. Ill were boys. Tin-in¬ 
ert use lots been noted since the country 
was tilled with the cull H r arms, and 
Americans were talking of the lighting 
traditions of tlie race. 

l>r. linger S. Tracy, who look* over 
ilie reports of births iiud deaths in 
tin- bureau of vital statistics, and makes 
tables from studying .them, la not pre¬ 
pared fully to indorse the war theory 
lie says, however, that It ia worthy of 
further investigation. There has been 
an increase in tlic relative number of 
hoys, nnd there has been n war. There

exponent, there is yet hardly enough 
absolutely to establish tlie theory. In 
other wars the statistic* of tills city 
were not In pt so neeiirntely ns they are 
at present.
